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A British View of American Holsteins 


Secretary Hobson of British Friesian Society Comments on Our Foundations 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


AY I be allowed to congratulate “The Holstein- 
M Friesian World” and the Messrs. Prescott on the 

excellence of their splendid and unique publication 
“Holstein-Friesian Foundations.” To those actively en- 
gaged in the breeding of cattle of this breed in America 
and Canada, this new and monumental work must be 
an indispensable reference book with special educational 
uses; while to those who have retired from business and 
who are enjoying the sunny evening of life, your produc- 
tion will recall pleasant memories that will fill many an 
otherwise empty hour. ; 

All the names and the “old familiar faces” with which 
I became acquainted when I first began some years ago 
to study Holstein-Friesian facts, literature and history 
are here, and I am grateful to Messrs. Prescott for so 
handsomely linking the past with the present. I almost 
feel, as will every enthusiast of the world-conquering 
Black-and-White breed, that the book was written espe- 
cially for me and for my enlightenment. 

To me, so many thousands of miles away, denied as I 
am the pleasure and privilege of intimate knowledge of 
the animals and families portrayed in “Holstein-Friesian 
Foundations” the book appeals in a way that will commend 
it to most of your readers and breeders, engaged as they 
are at the present time in striving to regain the true 
type of Holstein-Friesian which appears—I am partly 
guessing from your photographs and present thoughts as 
reflected by your newspapers—to have been partially lost 
in the struggle for record-breakers to break existing pro- 
duction records. I refer to the fact that the illustrations 
in the book show how and often where type was lost, 
and as the question is one of general interest I will ven- 
ture a few remarks, trusting that you and my overseas 
readers will forgive my impertinence and presumption in 
so doing, and will accept my enthusiasm as a legitimate 
excuse. 

In the first place may I be allowed to enlarge upon 
your introductory comments where Holland methods are 
compared with those in your country? You rightly state 
that in Holland no attempt is made at extremely high rec- 
ords of production—in other words the cattle there are 
not scientifically fitted and fed to yield the maximum 
quantity of milk that can be obtained by feeding concen- 
trates in a skillfully balanced ration. Nevertheless sev- 
eral cows in Holland have, in recent years, produced up- 
wards of 20,000 Ibs. of milk in less than 365 days. In these 
progressive days such yields do not sound formidable or 
excessive, but really the production figures are better 
than they appear, for cows in Holland are only milked 
twice daily, and from April or May, to October or Novem- 
ber, they receive absolutely no food except the grass they 
pull from the meadows. More than that—these cattle 


do not return to the cowshed or stable at any time or 
under any consideration once they are turned out to grass. 





Similarly when they are in for the winter they do not go 
outside at any time for any purpose. This is very differ- 
ent from our practice in Great Britain, and I imagine also 
from the customs prevailing in your country. The modern 
Friesian cows of Holland have enormous size, constitu-, 
tion and capacity, and their uniformity and trueness to 
type are amazing. We in this country are working on 
similar lines, and our efforts have been extremely 
successful. 


Now Sir, to your illustrations. De Kol 2nd 734 is not 
typical of the modern Friesian breed. I notice that she 
originated in North Holland, and in the non-pedigree herds 
around Amsterdam and Rotterdam today animals resem- 
bling her can be seen from the train, but in none of the 
best herds will you see such a type i.e. color today. Of 
her descendants, the cow, Copia Hengerveld 2nd’s Butter- 
cup appears to be the most typical representative of the 
breed, but from her photograps she looks plain at the head 
and rough and sloping at the hind quarters. 


Pitertje 2nd that figures so prominently in all histories 
of the breed, came from Friesland, and she looks to have 
been much nearer the modern type, save that she has the 
ewe-necked appearance that is not popular or in evidence 
today. All the animals of this family that are illustrated 
are fairly true to type without being superlatively so. 

Netherland Prince looks a grand bull except that his 
head would not be popular in Holland today, and a simi- 
lar remark applies to his son, Netherland Alban. Nether- 
land Dowager, the granddam of Netherland Prince looks 
a real old Dutch pattern as good as the cows of today, but 
more angular. 

Pauline Paul is clearly a Friesian, but her neck, but- 
tocks and hind legs would not pass muster today, when 
strength and constitution are indispensable. Her daugh- 
ter Zozo is a great improvement. 

Colantha looks about the best representative of the 
breed yet mentioned, and type is evident in all her de- 
scendants save two, where the white head of the Gronin- 
gen breed makes its appearance. It seems to me that 
early importers into America introduced Dutch cattle, and 
did not specialize in the Friesian variety. How could 
they when America, through Mr. Chenery anticipated 
Holland in the matter of Herd Book registration? To 
illustrate my point, I will ask you, Sir, what would have 
happened to the American Shorthorn if your importers 
had mistaken British for Shorthorn, and had introduced 
the white-headed Hereford animal to mate with the red, 
white and roans? The Friesian and the Groningen are 
both excellent breeds and both Dutch, but they are sep- 
arate and distinct. In the provinces of Friesland only 
the type bearing that name was and is to be found, but 
in the remainder of the Kingdom of the Netherlands the 
Friesland or Friesian (also called the black-and-white 
Holland-Friesian) the Maas-Rijn-Ijssel and the Groningen 
varieties were apparently mixed until they were sorted

for the Netherland Herd Book Association 
by my friend, Mr. Van den Bosch, nearly 
twenty years ago. Friesland has its own 
Herd Book for its own breed, but the re- 
mainder of Holland is well catered for by 
the: Netherland Herd Book Authorities. 
Forgive me if I seem pedantic, but once 
again my enthusiasm is my only excuse. 


To return to our foundations—Johanna 
and her daughter Johanna 5th are excellent 
specimens of the breed, especially the latter. 
Joe would not do at all today, but others of 
this family are nearer the mark, save that 
the color of Kolrain Finderne Bess and the 
horns of Cedar Lawn De Kol Johanna con- 
demn them. 

Clothilde looks nearly as good as Colan- 
tha, but her neck is too much like that of 
Pauline Paul, and this characteristic can 
be traced in the photograph of the Clothilde 
family. 

Aaggie also can be criticized in a simi- 
lar way, and one ventures the opinion, in 
all humility, that the illustration of her son 
Neptune is prepared from a sketch and 
not from a photograph. 

Netherland Hengerveld looks pleasing, as 
does De Kol Plus Segis Dixie, but the three 
Hengerveld bulls will not do at all, as each 
shows unmistakably the cross of the Gron- 
ingen head, previously mentioned. 

Helena Burke passes muster although she 
has a plain head, the influence of which can 
be seen in her son and daughter, and also 
in her grandson Piebe De Kol Burke. 

Nothing special need be said of Belle 
Korndyke and her family, while the Segis 
tribe seem to be as conspicuous for plain 
heads as for production. King Segis Pon- 
tiac Count looks a notable exception. 

The picture of Mercedes is very familiar. 
Often have I seen it, with that of her 
importer, Mr. Wales, at the home of her 
breeders, Messrs. Kuperus of Marssum, 
Friesland. She was “the goods,” then, no 
doubt, but the Dutchmen have a stronger 
cow today. 

Inka is of similar pattern, and so are 
Mechthilde, Tritomia and Jewel. Tritomia 
has the high tail-head that has been levelled 
by skilfull breeding. Billy Boelyn would 
be in demand today, as would Mooie, save 
that the latter’s head could please more. 

By now you and your readers will be 
weary of this long-winded Englishman, but 
at any rate you will have an idea of what 
I like, and I need not dwell in detail on the 
other families in your engrossing book. 
Prilly and King Segis Alcartra Prilly, how- 
ever, call for favorable comment, as does 
Lillian Walker, although no breeder in this 
country would use Prince Gelsche Walker 
for breeding type. 

Yet I seem to remember Mr. Stuart and 
Mr. Norton of the Carnation farms showing 
me a picture of a bull, (was it Matador 
Segis Walker?) that pleased me greatly. 
The Ormsbys also commend themselves to 
me on account of the breed type running 
through them, and of Colantha Johanna Lad 
I can say that I have liked this photo- 
graph or picture more than that of any 
American bull I have seen. The Waynes 
and some of the Burkes look good, as does 
Agassiz Segis May Echo. The Jemimas 
appear as typical as any family, and the 
illustration of Jemima Johanna of River- 
side has many admirers in this country. 
Finderne Pride Johanna Rue takes the 
eye, as do the Maplecrests that are how- 
ever, spoiled by their horns. Tilly Alcar- 
tra cannot fail to please, and as much can 
be said for Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid 
and May Walker Ollie Homestead. 

You will see how absorbed I became in 
your book, which must be even more inter- 
esting to those who actually know all the 
animals at which I can only guess. I hope 
that my remarks will not be taken amiss

Gardner and stand just a little higher than originally 
reported, being 1367.58 lbs. butter from 28,646.3 lbs. milk 
at the age of 12 years, 2 months, 20 days—just a little 
more butter and nearly as much milk as she produced 
several years ago as a nine-year-old. She is therefore 
the latest addition to the list of 1000-lb. fat repeaters, 
being the third cow of any breed in the United States to 
twice make a 1300-lb. record. Starting at nine years old, 
she has made three consecutive year records that average 
1300.42 Ibs. butter from 27,650.8 lbs. milk, at an average 
age of 10 years, 3 months. Only one other cow of any 
breed, Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, has exceeded this 
average for three years’ work for either milk or butter, 
and no other cow ever made an average of over 1300 lbs. 
butter or over 27,000 Ibs. milk for three years’ work at 
an average age of over ten years. She is just one of the 
grand old cows of the breed. 

She is a producer that looks the part— big and rugged, 
but with quality and dairy temperament standing out 
all over her. Her picture on the cover this week, while 
it shows a splendid type cow, does not begin to do her 
justice. In her prime should would have been a credit to 
the breed in any show in the country. 

Besides her three sensational year records, Anna Lenox 
De Kol 2d is a short-time producer of unusual calibre. 
Starting as a junior three-year-old with just over 29 Ibs., 
she came back as a junior four-year-old with over 31 Ibs. 
and eleven months later made another 29-lb. record. At 
eight years old she again crossed the 30-lb. mark with 
641 lbs. milk, came back at nine years with 35.26 Ibs. 
from 755.4 lbs. milk and made her first 1300-lb. year rec- 
ord. Less than two months after the close of this record 
she freshened again and two months after calving pro- 
duced on official test over 600 lbs. milk with 28.57 Ibs. 
butter and finished her year with 1192 lbs. butter from 
over 25,000 Ibs. milk. As a twelve-year-old she broke the 
World’s Record for her age in the seven- and thirty-day 
divisions with 36.13 lbs. butter in a week and 148.08 Ibs. in 
a month, the best short-time record of her career thus far 
and then went on and made her best year record, breaking, 
as we have said, the World’s Record for her age for both 
milk and butter. Her seven short-time records average 
31.45 Ibs. butter from 576.2 Ibs. milk. 

Her figures month by month for her twelve-year-old 
production are interesting.

The test ration of Anna Lenox consisted of 250 Ibs. 
Brewery Grains, 150 lbs. Diamond Gluten, 200 Ibs. hominy, 
100 Ibs. bran, 100 Ibs. cottonseed, 100 lbs. oil meal, 100 
Ibs. ground oats and 10 Ibs. salt. She was not a heavy 
eater of grain but consumed in addition about 15 lbs. hay 
daily and 35 Ibs. beet pulp, except during July and August 
when she had 48 lbs. beet pulp, weighed wet with water 
and molasses. Except during July and August she also had 
80 Ibs. beets and 20 lbs. silage daily. Her fitting ration 
consisted of bran, hominy, oil meal and ground oats in 
equal parts, with salt. 

Of the many offspring of Anna Lenox De Kol 2ff five of 
her daughters have been tested and all have 20 lbs. or 
better. At the head of the list is a four-year-old that has 
only just completed a record of 29.53 lbs. butter from 643 
Ibs. milk with 119.38 lbs. butter from 2,388.1 lbs. milk in 
30 days. She will be run for a year and is expected to 
make a much larger record next year, as she has never 


been fitted or crowded. Another daughter has over 29 
lbs., a two-year-old has just made 24.31 lbs. at Yates Farm, 
a fourth has 22.68 lbs, and the fifth 20.57 lbs. as a junior 
three-year-old. One of her sons has a good list of young 
daughters and a younger son was sold in the Kansas 
City National Sale. The pedigree of Anna Lenox De Kol 
2d is shown in connection with this article. It will be 
noted that her sire is by Woodcrest Nig De Kol, one of 
the best sons of Hengerveld De Kol. On the dam’s side 
will be found Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, Clothilde, 
Pledge, Empress, De Kol 2d and other famous foundation 
animals. 

The World’s Record of Anna Lenox De Kol 2d is only 
one of a number of great records either recently made 
or soon to be completed at Yates Farm. One five-year- 
old finished the day before my visit with 1219.52 lbs. butter 
from 25,294.3 lbs. milk, subject to confirmation by the Ad- 
vanced Registry office. Three more will finish in the next 
few weeks with right around 1200 lbs. each. A grand- 
daughter of the famous Glista Ernestine in this herd also 
finished a 1000-lb. record from 27,752 lbs. milk just last 
month. A two-year-old is making about 900 Ibs. butter 
from 20,000 lbs. milk and so on and on. 

The herd at Yates Farm now consists of 185 head, with 
six service bulls, mostly strong in the blood of Count Paul 
Posch. Considering the type and breeding of these sires 
and the quality of the calves they are throwing, it is 
doubtful if any herd in the country can show a better 
line-up of herd sires. In the herd are 29 daughters of the 
former herd sire, Count Paul Posch, and over forty daugh- 
ters of the present herd sires. 

That type is not being neglected was proven at the 
New York State Fair last fall, where Yates Farm was 
adjudged Premier Exhibitor, with Grand Champion Bull— 
one of the herd sires—and second and third aged cow as 
well as numerous first prize winners. in the various 
classes. 

They are splendidly organized at Yates Farm, with 
Fred M. Nichols as herd superintendent and T. M. Adams 
taking care of the office work, pedigreeing, registering and 
record keeping. Back of this organization stands the 
owner, Harry Yates, a close student of Holstein blood 
lines and Holstein type, a busy business man who still 
finds time to visit his herd every day and go over the 
immense establishment from barn to barn, keeping in close 
personal touch with every detail. By constructive line- 
breeding, intensifying the Posch blood; by rigid culling 
and seleetion, tearing up the papers and selling as grades 
all except meritorious individuals and profitable producers; 
by intelligent feeding and development through both short- 
and long-time testing, Mr. Yates has succeeded in building 
up one of the really great herds of the country, as uniform 
a herd of its size as it has ever been my pleasure to see. 
Further announcements of records completed and other 
Yates Farm news may be expected to appear in the World 
at frequent intervals from now on.

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New Year’s Resolutions 


RESOLUTION does not mean much unless it is car- 
A ried out. The form of making a New Year’s resolu- 

tion accordingly is a waste of time unless it is 
accompanied by a sincere intent to put it into operation. 
If you have formally or informally made resolutions for 
the New Year, we hope that you were constructive, and 
not merely reformatory; that you did not confine your at- 
tention to registering your determination to stop doing 
something, but that you set your goal for some definite 
achievement during the coming year. For instance, it is all 
right as far as it goes to resolve not to knock, but it doesn’t 
mean as much as a resolution to be a booster. It is comi- 
mendable to make an effort to improve your personal 
habits—to cut out smoking or something, but be careful 
that in dropping one habit you do not pick up a worse 
one in its place, perhaps nagging and fault-finding in 
place of the soul satisfying smoke. 

Getting down to the Holstein industry, most of us can 
find plenty of constructive resolutions to adopt for 1924— 
things that will really benefit ourselves and the industry. 
We can resolve to cull our herds more closely, and here 
we have one of the great needs of the pure bred business, 
and we should look to the butcher as a customer for 
these misfits, rather than some unsuspecting beginner. 

We can resolve to support our breeders’ organizations 
more whole-heartedly—to do our full part in promoting 
their welfare and in nelping to make them the force for 
good in the industry that they can and ought to be. 

We can resolve to do more boosting for the breed in our 
own locality—to be cheerful and optimistic about it when 
visiting with our neighbors. The breed that leads for pro- 
duction and in every-day dairy profits is on a basis that 
is fundamentally sound, and we of the Holstein faith can 
face the future with confidence. As a part of this reso 
lution we can make it our business to start at least one 
new breeder along the path to better dairy profits with 
the Holstein cow. 

We can resolve to give our cows a better chance 
duction and in every-day dairy profits is on a basis that 
production through a cow testing association where our 
neighbors can see for themselves and thereby become con- 
vinced more strongly of Holstein supremacy as The Farm- 
er’s Cow. 

We can resolve to “Tell the World” about the good work 
being done in our herds—to report all creditable records, 
sales, etc., promptly and in detail. Include your local 
newspaper in this resolution also. 
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These few suggestions are only a beginning. There 
are numberless things that all of us can do and ought 
to do, and which would materially help to hasten the 
return of prosperous days to the Holstein industry. Each 
individual part in the program may seem slight and of 
small consequence, but remember that in the aggregate 
they make up a most powerful and effective extension 
force for the breed. Incidentally, the New Year’s sea- 
son is not the only time for making these resolutions. 
They are in order at any time and all the time. 


British Comment 


Society offers a most interesting commentary on our 

American Holstein-Friesians in a letter which is pre- 
sented as a leading feature this week. The occasion for 
his communication is the book, Holstein-Frisian Founda- 
tions, from which he draws many interesting deductions 
concerning our foundation animals and their descendants. 
Mr. Hobson criticizes the type of some of our foundation 
animals, and his criticism is for the most part well 
founded. The knowledge of correct type was not as 
general forty years ago as it is today, and it would have 
been surprising if every animal selected by every importer 
had measured up to present-day standards. The pictures 
of some of those old-timers, however, were probably not 
too faithful in their representation of the animals, rep- 
resenting more nearly the limitations of knowledge of 
detail and skill of the artist making the drawing. 

The subject of color markings, as discussed by Mr. 
Hobson, is given much greater prominence than it gen- 
erally receives from our breeders today. White heads, 
and broken or spotted markings, Mr. Hobson says, are 
characteristic of other distinct Holland breeds than the 
pure Friesian, notably the Groningen and others, and he 
is accordingly inclined to discount the value of any sire 
or family carrying markings of that nature. He makes 
the point that those Holland breeds were just as distinct 
as are the British Shorthorn and Hereford breeds. In 
this country no such distinction has existed, and no breeder 
thinks of tracing back the ancestry of even his herd sires 
to see that they come from animals imported from Fries- 
land rather than some of the other provinces of Holland. 
Different breeders have different preferences as to color 
markings, and while we have gone through our so-called 
“color fads,” there is today a decided feeling among our 
breeders along the line of paying less attention to color 
and more to conformation. Inspection of our greatest 
record makers shows no one color arrangement pre- 
dominating—some are nearly all black—some nearly all 
white—others evenly marked in solid colors—while more 
than a few of them are spotted and speckled and white 
headed. 

In one respect we are more particular regarding color 
than our British friends. We insist upon our Holsteins 
being black and white, while they have no particular ob- 
jection to dun colored animals, at least one British Frie- 
sian champion being dun and white in color. Regardless 
of the facts of origin, we think it must be admitted that 
our North American breeders have developed from our 
Dutch foundations—be they Friesian or Groningen or 
what not—the best dairy cows in the world. Perhaps 
they would have done better had the early importers 
stuck closely to Friesland for all foundation animals— 
there might have been greater uniformity which our 
breed needs—but as it is, we can stand on the record and 
challenge comparison. 

The friendly criticisms of our co-worker from across the 
Atlantic we are sure will be received in good part by our 
breeders, and certainly they provide much food for thought.

Nearing Our Majority 


ITH this issue the World starts its twenty-first year 
W of publication. In 1904, when the World was 

founded as a semi-monthly paper of twelve to six- 
teen pages, Henry Stevens was president of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association, which then had a membership of 
less than a thousand. Sadie Vale Concordia .was the 
World’s Champion butter producer, and up to that time 
she was the only 30-lb. A. R. O. cow. The semi-official 
system of long-time testing had not even been thought of. 
The history of the World is therefore coincident with the 
period of greatest development and growth of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian industry. 

The present management of the World has been con- 
nected with the paper during the last half of this twenty- 
year period. During these ten years the circulation has 
increased from 2500 to 15,000, while the number of 
members joining the National Association has grown 
from 6738 in 1914 to nearly 25,000 at the present time, 
many of whom of course are not now active in the busi: 
ness. The World is proud of the part it has taken in con- 
tributing to the growth of the industry. It is the only 
every-week publication devoted to the Holstein-Friesian 
breed, and is generally conceded to be the best, as it is 
the largest, publication devoted to any breed of cattle. 

In this connection it may not be out of place to call 
your atention again to the recent announcement of an 
increase in the subscription price of the World. We have 
been maintaining the dollar-a-year rate in the hope that 
existing costs of publication and mailing would be re- 
duced, but we now find it necessary in continuing the 
present high standard of the paper to raise the price to 
$2.00 a year ($3.00 a year in Canada on account of extra 
postage charged.) This figures less than four cents a copy 
and if the service afforded by the World is not worth that 
amount, it is not worth purchasing at all. All present 
subscription contracts, of course will be carried out in 
full, so that all subscribers who have paid in advance, are 
protected against any advance for the full term of their 
subscription. Our readers in large numbers have beer 
taking advantage of this fact since the announcement of 
a price increase was made to renew their subscriptions 
at the old price from three to five years in advance of 
their present date of-expiration. This of course is good 
business for them, and has its elements of advantage to 
us, as any publisher will appreciate.

“Follow the true type models, put cow testing associ- 
ation records on your herd and stick to a county policy 
of selling only clean cattle,” was the message sounded 
during the annual meeting of the Rock County Holstein 
Breeders’ Association held in the Janesville, Wisconsin 
t..s. &. Bs 

The Association program mapped out for 1924 was 
along the following lines: 

1. Elimination of scrub sires and enabling small breed- 
ers to purchase superior animals by selling quality bulls 
within the county on the installment plan. 

2. Enlargement of the junior club activities, this work 
being pointed out as one of the most effective mediums in 
arousing interest in better livestock. 

3. Show herd—the joining with the other county 
breed associations for the sending of four or five carloads 
of stock through Middlewestern and Pacific Coast states 
on a demonstration tour under the direction of Jack C. 
Nisbet, County Live Stock Agent. 

4. Holding of combination county consignment sales, 
limiting the day offering to around 40 top quality pure- 
breds and holding an evening sale limited to grade Hol- 
steins having C. T. A. records of 300 or more pounds 
of fat in a year.” 

Criticism was offered against the manner of conducting 
auction sales amidst an atmosphere of confusion with little 
or no attempt to intelligently inform the buyers of the 
price at which the animal was being sold. The posting of 
a blackboard showing the actual bid price was suggested. 

Arthur Tollefson, Orfordville, Henry Wieland, Jr., 
Beloit; E. P. Coon, Milton Junction and A. A. McGinnity, 
Edgerton, were named as directors of the association for 
three years.

NO CHANGE PROBABLE IN 
JANUARY MILK PRICES 


The recommendation of milk prices 
for January as carried in the an- 
nouncement of the officers of the 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative Asso- 
ciation following the regular meeting 
of the board of directors on Decem- 
ber 19 will follow practically the 
same schedule as that in force at the 
present time. The only change is a 
reduction of five cents per one hun- 
dred pounds in Class 2 milk which in- 
cludes milk manufactured into con- 
densed and evaporated milk. The as- 
sociation is selling its fluid milk at 
the presen‘ time for $2.80 per 100 


pounds. Th 3 for 3% milk at the 
base zone 0. 01-210 miles from New 
York® City. 


According to the officials of the 
League, the price situation in the 
fluid markets brought on by the 
action of the Sheffield Farms Com- 
pany has temporarily at least been 
stabilized. At the time of this an- 
nouncement the League was selling 
all of its available fluid milk at the 
scheduled price. Officials of the 
League declare that the association 
is determined to protect its fluid 
market and are unwilling to prophecy 
just what the future changes in price 
may be. They declare that this rests 
entirely with those outside the asso- 
ciation who have brought on these 
unsettled conditions by the process of 
dumping their milk in the market 
instead of merchandising it. 

In a statement issued to members 
of the association this week, Presi- 
dent G. W. Slocum says: “The Prés- 
ent price situation in the fluid market 
has demonstrated one thing very 
clearly and that is that the league 
stands ready at all times to protect 
its fluid market. 

“When our pooling plan was put 
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into general effect in 1921 the Asso- 
ciation owned no plants and conse- 
quently had no facilities for getting 
its milk direct to the fluid market. 
Economic conditions made it neces- 
sary for us to acquire plants at 
various points in our territory. Now 
after two and a half years of united 
effort and sacrifice we own one hun- 
dred and four plants and operate 
thirty more, representing an invest- 
ment of $5,683,290.35. The League 
has become a factor of increasing im- 
portance and because of its great 
volume of business, the great stabiliz- 
ing factor in the primary milk 
markets in this territory. 

“Our long cherished dreams of a 
fluid market of our own are coming 
true. We have become primarily a 
fluid milk association. Our plan is 
so adjusted that we can protect our 
fluid markets under all conditions. 
This we intend to do.’ 

The association is planning to hold 
a series of district and county meet- 
ings throughout the territory during 
the winter months. Many of these 
meetings will be addressed by promi- 
nent speakers from outside League 
territory as well as local speakers. 
The schedule will be very similar to 
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that followed in previous years.

Tuberculosis Report for November, 


1923 


Over a half million head of cattle 
from 42,000 herds were tested during 
November, according to the report of 
the Federal Bureau of Animal Hus- 
bandry, summarizing the tuberculosis 
eradication work of the Bureau in 
cooperation with the various states. 
No less than six different states 
tested over 40,000 head, New York 
leading with 48,572, Pennsylvania 
also going over the 48,000 mark. 
There are now over 5,376,000 head 
under supervision in 503,427 herds, of 
which 34,719 herds are fully ac- 
credited and 382,109 herds containing 
3,244,599 head have passed one clean 
test. In addition there is a waiting 
list of over 2,000,000 head in %61,859 
herds. This is nearly two million 
head more than were under supervi- 
sion a year ago at this time, while 
the waiting has increased by 1,391,- 
000 head. During the yast year, the 
number of accredited herds has in- 
creased from 21,359 in NoWember, 
1922, to 34,719 at this time. These 
figures are almost staggering in their 
immensity.

that state at this time. The leader 
for two day’s production is King 
Korndyke Pontiac Lass Arlene, 
owned by the Minnesota Holstein 
Company, her figures being 5.868 Ibs. 
fat. This is the great cow which 
topped the Walker dispersal last fall. 
Among the short-time records, the 
leader is North Star Grace O&dk, a 
senior four-year-old owned by W. S. 
Moscrip, Lake Elmo. Her record 
stands at 34.58 lbs. butter, which 
makes her the highest record daugh- 
ter of Bessie Oaks Fobes Homestead, 
the Moscrip herd sire.

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A Review of the Show Season of 1923

and measured up to expectations, the shows of 

1923 were every one of them top notchers. Never 
before has there been shown such interest in the calf club 
department by the adult breeders as during the show 
season of 1923. The entries at almost every show were 
larger than ever before and the premiums in each instance 
were increased attractively. At more than one show dur- 
ing the year, calf club en- 
tries made the older and 
professional breeder look 
to their laurels. Wherever 
entered in the open 
classes, calf club entries 
placed well up in _ the 
money and at the National 
a calf club heifer from 
New Jersey placed second 
in the open class and an- 
other from Ohio was in 
seventh place. At the Ohio 
state fair, the champion 
calf club heifer placed 
second in the open class, 
the New Jersey calf first 
in the open class and grand 
champion Calf Club calf at 
Trenton. The whole year 
has been a successful one 
from every standpoint and 
with every boy and girl 
going at it harder than 
ever for 1924, we dare not 
place a limit on our expec- 
tations. They say success 
and happiness go hand in 
hand and if that is true, the Holstein Calf Club members 
of the United States must be one happy bunch. 

The following summary of the show season of 1923 is 
brief in comparison with the importance of the shows, 
but space limitations make it impossible for us to say all 
of the good things we would like to. 

The National Dairy Show 

Although the entries at this year’s National were nét 
so large, the quality was much higher. Forty juniors from 
four states competed for top honors. The competition 
was lively in all classes and many interested spectators 
watched the judge make the awards. In the heifer calf 
class, Edgar Palmer, of Perryman, Maryland, came away 
with the blue with his very fine calf, Lady Pietertje 
Ormsby Braidis. New Jersey and Ohio clashed for top 
honors in the yearling heifer class, the judge finally de- 
ciding in favor of Rose Hall Edith 4th, owned by Gordan 
Riley, of Brunswick, Ohio. When it came time to award 
the championship of the show, it was difficult to decide 
between the winners in these two classes. However, the 
championship was awarded to Lady Pietertje Ormsby 
Braidis, the Ohio heifer going down to defeat for the first 
time in the calf club classes.

Friesian Association for the pest fitted calf shown by any 
boy or girl at the National.

PRILLY ADIRONDAC 
New junior herd sire recently purchased 
by W. D. Robens, Poland, N from 
Bridgeford Holstein Co., Patterson, Calif. 
He is a son of King Segis Alcartra Prilly, 
the great sire now owned by Fred Pabst, 
and his dam is a 30-lb. 3-year-old daugh- 
ter of the famous champion, Adirondac 
Wietske Dairy Maid. The dam will have 
close to 1100 lbs. butter this year as a 
33-year-old. 


Ibs. butter, 34,401.9 lbs. milk, and her 
highest 7-day figures are 41.02 Ibs. 
butter, with 831.7 lbs. milk. She has 
two other higher milk records made 
during different lactation periods of 
860.3 and 876.4 lbs. respectively, in 
connection with 38.66 lbs. butter and 
36.71 lbs. butter. Altogether she has 
made five records above 30 Ibs. in 
7 days. She is now running on her 
fourth year record in eleven-year-old 
form and at the end of her third 
month she is still milking over 100 
Ibs. a day and going at practically the 
same rate as in her previous lactation 
at ten years when she made 31,580 Ibs. 
milk, 1268.09 lbs. butter and set a new 
world’s record in the ten months’ 
division during the same lactation 
with 27,577.3 lbs. milk, and a new 
American record for butter of 190.15 
lbs. 

We have not yet mentioned the dam 
of Prilly Adirondac, but that it not 
because of any lack of merit on her 
part. Her name is Abbekerk Adir- 
ondac Dairy Maid and she was sired 
by King Segis Alcartra Abbekerk, a 
son of King Segis Pontiac Alcartra 
from a 30-lb. daughter of Tidy Abbe- 
kerk Prince, formerly in service in 
the Bridgford herd with his famous 
brother, King Segis Alcartra Prilly, 
and it is worthy of note that many 
of the best daughters of the Prilly 
bull bred by Mr. Bridgford have been 
out of daughters of the Abbekerk bull. 
The best of these is Abbekerk Adir- 
ondac Dairy Maid, the dam of Mr. 
Robens’ young bull. Freshening as a 
senior three-year-old, she made a 7- 
day record of 30.87 lbs. butter, 601.1 
lbs. milk, and now on her yearly rec- 
ord is making an extraordinary show- 
ing. She finishes her year in January 
and at the time of our visit to the 
Bridgford herd in November was giv- 
ing promise of around 1100 Ibs. butter. 
She is a heifer of great size with 
promise of exceeding her own dam 
in this respect at maturity and old 
Adirondac weighs about 1900 lbs. in 
condition. She shows every evidence 
of wonderful capacity, being especial- 
ly good in the heart and_ shoulder. 
Barring accident, she will be heard 
from further. 

This young bull, we understand, is 
to be used on the daughters of King

PURDUE’S WINTER PRODUCTION 
COURSE FOR DAIRYMEN 
JAN. 21 TO MARCH 14 


The questions of how to feed dairy 
cattle during the winter months, what 
to feed them, what kind of cows to 
keep, and other questions have been 
asked of the Purdue University Dairy 
Department frequently. As a result 
of these inquiries it was decided to 
offer an eight weeks’ short course in 
Production. 

In this course such subjects as test- 
ing milk and cream for butterfat, his- 
tory and pedigrees of purebred dairy 
cattle, judging cattle, cattle breeding, 
care and development of young stock, 
feeding for production and herd man- 
agement are given. The aim of this 
course is to better fit men who have 
positions on dairy farms for these 
places. It is also the aim of the course 
to give information in production to 
farmers interested in starting in dairy 
farming. 

Another phase of this course is the 
fact that men interested in taking up 
cow testing association work may be- 
come qualified for that work by tak- 
ing this short course. Cow testing as- 
sociation work is increasing very rap- 
idly not only in Indiana but in most 
of the adjoining states. In some of 
these states the work is being held 
up because competent men cannot be 
secured for testers in these associ- 
ations. This short course in dairy pro- 
duction offers a way for men who have 
had only a small amount of experi- 
ence in dairy farm work to get infor- 
mation on subjects with which cow 
testing association testers must be 
familiar, particularly on milk testing, 
record keeping and feeding. 

This production short course starts 
on January 21st, and ends March 14th, 
1924. It would be advisable for men 
interested in such a course to write to 
Prof. H. W. Gregory, Dairy Depart- 
ment, Purdue University, Lafayette, 
Indiana, for further particulars in re- 
gard to this course.

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GIVE DAIRY COW ALL ROUGH- 
AGE SHE WANTS 

Feed the dairy cow all the rough- 
age she will eat. 

Under ordinary conditions, this is 
safe advice, says E. S. Savage, 
authority on dairy rations at the 
State College of Agriculture at 
Ithaca. Silage and legume hay seem 
the best combination. The silage 
should be fed at the rate of about 
‘three or four pounds a day for each 
hundred pounds of live weight. This 
will usually mean the cow will then 
consume about a pound and a half of 
hay every day for each ten pounds 
of live weight. 

Silage’s chief value is its succul- 
ence. One should avoid feeding too 
much of it, since it is bulky and con- 
tains a low percentage of digestible 
nutrients. 

To make the grain ration palatable, 
at least three different grains should 
be included. Jerseys will probably 
need about one pound of the mixture 
daily for each 3 to 3% pounds of milk 
produced, Holsteins and other large- 
typed cows will need one pound of 
the mixture for each 3% to 4 pounds 
of milk.—N. Y. State College of Agr.

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ICE SUPPLY NECESSARY FOR 
GOOD MILK 


In the production and marketing of 
high quality milk and cream a supply 
of ice on the farm is almost a neces- 
sity, says the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Proper cooling 
and cold storage is said to be the 
greatest single factor influencing the 
bacterial content of milk from the 
time it leaves the cow until it reaches 
the consumer. 

The department says that farmers 
should, if possible, put up at least 1% 
tons of ice in the North and 2 tons 
in the South, for every cow in the 
milking herd. This will provide for 
cooling the milk, allow for melting, 
and provide a little surplus for 
household use. In late fall and early 
winter, when work is not pressing on 
the farm, a little time spent in anti- 
cipation of the ice harvest will pay 
good returns. During this season old 
ice houses may be repaired and all 
the necessary equipment for harvest- 
ing ice provided.

The Dallas Cow Testing Associa- 
tion of Iowa had the highest average 
fat production for the State during 
October, 124 cows tested in this asso- 
ciation averaging 29.2 lbs. fat, 759 
lbs. milk. The Pioneer association 
brought out the high cow for the 
state, a purebred Holstein owned by 
Thomas Hanson producing 92.3 Ibs. 
fat, 2,193 Ibs. milk as a four-year-old. 
A four-year-old grade Holstein in the 
Big Four Association was in second 
place with a production of 82.2 lbs. 
fat, 1,350 lbs. milk. She was owned 
by F. D. Clark. Eighteen of the 
thirty-nine associations reporting 
were led by purebred or grade Hol- 
steins, nine by Jerseys, seven by 
Shorthorns, four by Guernseys, and 
one Red Poll. All of the leading cows 
in each association were above 46.5 
Ibs. fat. In the high herd competi- 
tion, the purebred Holstein herd of 
ten head owned by W. L. Peick in 
the Littleport association, was forced 
to second place by one-tenth of a 
pound of fat in favor of the grade 
Jersey herd of E. J. Williams with an 
average of 45.5 lbs. fat, 897 Ibs. milk. 
The purebred Holstein herd aver- 
aged 45.4 Ibs. fat, 1,304 Ibs. milk. 
Eighteen of the thirty-eight herds 
leading the associations were pure- 
bred or grade Holsteins, eight Guern- 
seys, seven Jerseys, four Shorthorn, 
and one Red Poll. 


California 

The College of Agriculture, Berk- 
ley, California, reports that during 
the month of October much progress 
was made along the line of wiping 
out the use of inferior bulls. The 
San Joaquin County association now 
has all of its herds headed by pure- 
bred bulls. The San _ Bernardino 
County association which started the 
year with ten inferior bufis, now has 
only two of that kind remaining. 
During the month there were four- 
teen purebred bulls purchased by 
members. The highest producing cow 
in the state was found in the Kings 
County-Corcoran association. A pure- 
bred Holstein owned by Frank Helm 
produced 121.8 lbs. fat, 3,031 Ibs. 
milk, which was a substantial lead 
over anything else reported for both 
milk and fat production. A purebred 
Holstein in the herd of L. B. Van 
Blaricorn of the Los Angeles County 
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association made 108.2 Ibs. fat, 2,406 
Ibs. milk. One other association 
leader went above the 100-Ib. fat 
mark, this being a grade Holstein in 
the herd of W. J. Jameson of the 
Riverside County association with 
105.5 Ibs. fat, 2,030 Ibs. milk. 
Eighteen of the thirty associations 
reporting were led by purebred or 
grade Holsteins, six by Jerseys and 
two by Guernseys. The Los Angeles 
county had the high herd average for 
the month, the purebred Holstein 
herd of F. F. Pellissier, consisting of 
21 head, maintaining an average pro- 
duction of 57.8 Ibs. fat, 1,534 Ibs. milk. 
Los Angeles County association also 
had the largest number of cows 
tested, there being 5,299 tested and 
1,375 producing over 40 Ibs. fat. 
Orange County had the highest asso- 
ciation average, 1,031 head averaging 
34.4 lbs. fat.
